Plained failure of John Lynes, telegraph 
operator at Volland, Kan., to hold train 
No. 29 at his Station, as he was ordered 
to do by the dispatcher, caused one of 
the worst wrecks in the history of the 
Chicago, Rock Island & Pacific Rail- 
Way at 4:30 o'elock this morning. 

Passenger train No, 29 southbound 
from Chicago to El] Paso. Tex., and No. 
, 80. northbound from El Paso to Chicago 
met head-on five miles west of § Alta 
Vista. Railway officials ‘estimate the 
number killed at 35. The injured num- 
ber about 40. ae ry 

Most of the victims were pinned under 
the wreckuge, prisoners in a veritable 
furnace caused by the flames which 
Swept the debris immediate! after the 
collision. 1t is renorted that 29 persons, 
most of them Mexican iaborers, were 
burned to death in one coach. 

A speciul relief train bearing 28 jn- 
jured persons reached Topeka about 10 
Ovlock.

Stock Exchange Plaything. 

“Turning now to our country, New 
York. especially that part of it known 
as ‘Wall street,’ has absorbed and is 
absorbing, more than its share of the 
loanable fund. While our Western and 
Southern banks—indeed all banks which 
are ‘out of town’ to New York—are 
lending more freely than usual at. this 
season; that which they leré ig in- 
stantly and persistently. absorbed by 
Wall street. 

“The New York Stock Exchange has 
ceased to he a free market, where 
buyers and selicrs fix prices through 
the ebb and flow of demand and sup- 
ply, and has become the plaything of 
a fevww managers of cliques and pools 
to such an extent that for montha 
past every announcement of increased 
dividends, of stock distributions and 
of rights, has been met by a fall in 
vrices, 


“The investing public are and re- 
main out of the market. not because 
of ventures in industrials, in electric 
railways or in suburban real estate— 
the speculation in each of which was 
checked months ago—nor yet because 
of the more recently picked bubble in 
but simply because of 
the distrust which even those pos- 
sessed cf momple means have of the 
inethods of corporate finance now in 
vogzue in New York. That Europe 
shares this distrust of those methods 
is shown by its outcry against the 
misuse of American finance bills. 

“The situation !n TLondon, the only 
available free gold market in Europe, 
is by no means certain, even if it may 
not be called critical. A 6 per cent bank 
rate has never before prevailed for s0 
long a time, and it continues to prevail 
chiefiy, if not solely, through a fear in 
London of what America may do.

After a highly successful aerial flight 
of 80 miles. J. C. McCoy and Alan Rv 
Hawley, members of the Aero Club of 
America, arrived at Union § Siation 
Wednesday morning, 20 hours after their

The aeronauts describe the trip 


one of the most delightful they ever 
made. They. landed at 4:30 p. m. Tues- 
day in’a cornfield near Cliffdale, Cal- 
houn County, Ill... and then drove and 
walked over muddy roads to Pearl, a 
distance of eight miles, arriving there 
at 11:30 p. m. They got up at 4:30 a. 
m. Wednesday and caught a local train, 
connecting at Roodhouse with, one which 
brought them to St. Louis. ! 

To a Post-Dispatch reporter Mr. Mc- 
Coy said Wednesday: 
St. Louis at an altitude 
feet, saw the West End 
trict and Forest Park. 
we ascended ahove the 
mained there for some time. We passed 
over Woodlawn, St. Louis County. 
An hour after we started and son aft- 
er crossed the Missouri River. 

“We then ascended. to an altitude of 
3800 feet, and for two hours hung be- 
ween upper and lower strata of clouds. 
We did not see the Mississippi when we 

rossed it, nor did we see any of the 

lulfs Omthe Illinois shore. 
 Bropped tn a Cornficld. 
let out some 
and descended below the clouds, we 
were surprised to learh that we had 
@rossed over the river into Ulinois and 
were hovering above Calhoun 


eve were near enough the earth to make 
Inquiries of a party of men who were 
¢iearing timber. They told us that we 
wwe then bout twelve miles south of 
Pearl, the nearest railroad station. We 
ooncluded to remain in the air half an 

. longer, and drifted toward 
railroad. 

“We had no search light, or we-should 
have remained in the balloon al! night. 
It would have been a. beautiful night 
for a flight above the clouds, as the 
moon was shining brilliantly. But 
would have been danzerous without 
lights, by which we could have exam- 
ined ovr instruments to determine our 
altitude and direction of flight. 

“We rext saw a party of men husk- 
ing corn in a field and decided that it 
would be a good place to descend. The 
balloon came to the earth easily, and 
Was quickly deflated. We landed on 
George Retzer’s farm. The men in the 
cornfield were kind to ug and rendered 
us every possible assistancé in packing 
the balloon for shipment. 

“The balloon was loaded into a farm 
wagon, and we started for Pearl about 
7:30 p. m. It was_raining hard, and the 
roads were a sea of mud, the land being 
low and marshy. About every two hun- 
dred feet the wagon would get stuck, 
and we would have to get_out and walk. 
It was after 11 o'clock when we got to 
Pear! and turned in for the night. 

“During the entire trip we threw over 
but three bags of ballast. We started 
out with 11. We could easily have 
stayed up all night if we had prepared 
for it. 

“Along the journey we amused our- 
selves by shouting ‘Happy New Year’ 
from the clouds. We had a big mega- 
phone. We must have frightened some 
of the natives of Calhoun County out 
of their wits. No doubt some of them 
thought the angels were flying through 
the air and shouting New Year greet- 
ings down, 

Worse Than Automobile. 

“The chickens ali took to flight when 
they saw our approach. One of the 
Strange things about a balloon is that 
chickens always know of its approach 
and squawk in terrer when it coms 
Once. we sailed over ai sheép 
‘pen low enough for our guide rope to 
drag through the flock. They broke out 
of the pens and fled helter-skelter 
through the woods. We sz’ many 
flocks of wild duck, and could have had 
Great Sport shooting them if we had 
had, guns. 

“We did not attain a Higher altitude 
than 1800 feet, and the coldest weather 
we encountered was 39 degrees above 
zero. | | 

“The gas proved to be perfect for 
ballooning. The test satisfies us that 
we have made -no mistake in selecting 
&. Louis as the starting point for the 
great balloon races next fall.”

ANTI-GRAFT LAW. 

A law known as the prevention of corruption act 
goes into effect this month in England. 

It provides “heavy penalties for all illicit and un. 
declared commissions or discounts to which a cor- 
rupt interest can be attributed.” 

Mere tipping and open gifts are not prohibited. 

In the absence of details it is not easy to criti- 
cise. But the aim appears to be to give a statu- 
tory definition of what is loosely called graft, and 
prevent it by severe penalties. 

Law always lags behind the moral-sense and the 
moral sense does not take shape until considerable 
progress has been made under changing conditions. 
We have been doing business for 25 years under 
conditions almost entirely new, and, in conse- 
quence we have lost our moral bearings. Confusion 
of ethical ideas is the grafter’s opportunity, and he 
has certainly made the most of it in this country 
and in England. : 

Now that the moral sense has asserted itself, we 
may look for a return to order,-and the order will 
be established by law. This English act is in that 
direction, And we shall no doubt legislate to the 
same purpose. Insurance presidents who pay pol- 
icy holders’ money to political committees in the 
belief that they are benefiting the policy holders 
will learn that belief which is rooted in interest is 
not a safe mora] guide. From this grafter at the 
top to his fellow at the bottom, who betrays his em- 
ployer by making his own private “deals” with the 
customer, it is a long interval. But the nature of 
the wrong is the same in all. They are all swindling 
transactions, which offend the sense of decency and 
honor of every clean man. When they are well de- 
fined in the statutes and a few great examples are 
made, the entire business community will heave a 
sigh of relief and bless heaven that it is possible, 
thanks to the law, to be honest in a}] things without 
losing money by it.

“happens.” It does not. It has a logical cause. 

What is the cause?’ Why is it? 

There may be a thousand causes. All work to- 
gether through a single cause, as it operates through- 
out the world of “civilization.” 

To a greater extent than in the past, very slowly, 
but surely enough to show reswlts, the civilized 
world is controlling its worst habit. 

Its worst habit is superstition. 

And what is superstition? Is it the belief that 
13 is an unlucky number and Friday an unlucky 
day?
